S. 0.1013(E).— Whereas the United 

Liberation Front of ftsom and the various wings thereof,, 

(hereinafter referred to as UL.FA1 has as its professed 

aim, the "Liheration" of Assam from the Indian Union 

through an armed struggle, in alliance with other armed 

secessionist orpainisations of the North East Region as 

well as to struggle for the national liberation of the 

Indo—Burma region in alliance with like-minded 

organisations of that region and thereby, the secession 

of Assam from India; 
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And wherMs, the Central Government is of the 
opinion that ULFA has 

(i > indulged in various illegal and violent activities 
intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of India in furtherance of its objective of 
liberating Assam; 

(ii) aligned itself with other unlawful associations 
like National Socialist Council of Nagaland to liberate 
Assam; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in 
several unlawful and violent activities during the 
currency of its declaration as an unlawful association; 

And whereas, the Central Government is further of

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(iii) embarking on a programme of restructuring its 
organisational network at grass root level by launching a 
quiet but systematic, drive for recruitment of fresh 
cadr - es and revamping the district, anchal i k and s*kha 
committees,, while continuing its terrorist and insurgency 
activities;
